Rocket-borne telescopes photo- 
graphing the heavens at heights 
Sf 300 to 600 miles will expand 
tremendously present knowledge 
of the universe, Dr. Zwicky, pro- 
fessor of astrophysics, told army 
and navy officials yesterday. 

» + “The construction of very high- 
flying rockets is. imperative and 
should be undertaken without de- 
iby,” declared Zwicky, adding that 
he is’ planning résearch on pri- 
(ary rockets of the V-2 type which 


would carry smaller, secondary 
rockets. 

The visionary spaceman also 
foresaw ‘‘the possibility of spec- 
troscopic prospecting on the sur- 
face of planetary bodies” by shoot- 
ing artificial meteors—on the 
rocket principle—from the earth. 

“Tf the particles are large 
enough,” said Zwicky, “the result- 
ing flashes of their landings on 
the moon, on Jupiter and other 
planetary bodies are conceivably 
observable with present-day tel- 
escopic equipment.” 

Rockets, he concluded, are the 
main tool in opening “an era of 
an entirely new type of scientific 
experimentation.”

LOS ANGELES (/) — Th 
state senate fact-finding commit- 
tee. on un-American activities 
adopted a resolution today calling 
upon the district attorney of Ala-' 
meda county to issue a contempt . 
citation against Vern Smith, for- 
mer foreign editor of the People’s 
World, for refusal to testify be- 
fore the committee at its Nov. 5 
meeting in Oakland. 

The committee, headed by Sen- 
ator Jack B. Tenney, referred to 
Smith's refusal to testify as ‘“wil- 
ful and contemptuous”, and said 
that although he has been “sus- 
pended as a member of the com- 
munist party” the suspension ob- 
viously was fof the “purpose of 
subterfuge’. 

The Tenney committee also di- 
rected a letter to Attorney Gen- 
eral Fred N. Howser, asking for 
advice as to status and procedure 
in the enforcement of title five of 
the corporation code. Title ‘five is 
legislation passed in 1941 making 
it mandatory for any: subversive 
organization to register in the 
county where it maintains head- 
quarters, making public its list of 
officers and answer questions re- 
garding its: seuree of revenue, its 
aims, etc. . 

“This ‘legislation; known as the 
subversive: registration act, either 
should ‘be* enforced’ or dispensed 
with,” said Senator Tenney.

Soviet Bloc 


To Boycott 
Korea Ballot 


LAKE SUCCESS (#)—The So- 
viet bloc announced today. it would 
boycott a United Nations com- 
mission created to supervise gen- 
eral elections in Korea next spring 
under Secretary of State Mar- 
shall’s planned Korean independ- 
ence. 

Despite the announced boycott, 
the 57-nation political committee 
of the United Nations assembly 
voted 46 to 0, with four absten- 
tions, in favor of the U. S. plan. 
The Soviet bloc refused to take 
part in the vote even to the extent 
of recording an abstention. 

The Soviet boycott declaration 
was made hy Dmitri Z. Manuilsky, 
foreign minister to the Ukraine, 
after U. S. delegate John Foster 
Dulles nominated that Soviet Re- 
public as a member of the pro- 
jected 9-nation electign eommis- 
sion for Korea. 

The name of the Ukraine was 
included, however, in the mem- 
bership of the commission along 
with Australia, Canada, China, 
El Salvador, France, India, the 
Philippines, and Syria. Both the 
United States and Russia were 
omitted from membership. 

The refusal of the Ukraine to 
serve on the Korean commission 
was seen as an indication that 
the Soviet union would refuse to 
cooperate in arranging eee 
ervised elections,

The 
free peoples of Europe, who, 
though weakened by war and mis- 
fortune,. stoutly resist the en- 
croachments of the police state are 
already struggling in our cause. 

“The averting of another war, 
into which the western hemisphere 
would inevitably be plunged, de- 
pends in overwhelming measure 
on their success.” 

He added that “we must act 
swiftly and intelligently” to help 
make Europe’s recovery good.

Five Important Factors in 


Price Situation Emphasized 


One of the most intelligent and illuminating statements 
on the price situation was recently given before a Con- 
gressional subcommittee by Robert A. Seidel, vice president 
of a large chain store. 

Mr. Seidel emphasized that prices on many items have 
gone down as compared with a year ago and that some 
have held to the same level. He exhibited various essential 








* articles of apparel which now cost less than in 1946 and 


which are also of improved quality. Finally, ke summed up 
his testimony by emphasizing these points: 

1. All prices are not out of line. Some are up, some 
are down, some are the same. 

2. Increased labor costs are a major contributing fac- 
tor to the present price structure, and the trend of wages 
will largely determine the trend of prices. 

3. Bottlenecks still exist which cause shortages in pro- 
duction and so force the prices of the commodities affected 
upward, 

4. The cost of government has an important effect on 
price levels. Surprising as it may seem, government now 
costs the country more than the food it eats! 

5. Retcilers’ margins have been substantially reduced, 
and retail trade has not retained an undue share of the 


. consumer dollar. 





Mr. Seidel spoke from a study of the facts, and the com- 
mittee members who heard him were interested and impress- 
ed.

_ This graphic expression ‘cold 
war’—to describe the present 
status of the conflict between 
Russia and the democracies as 
compared with the “hot war’ of 
actual. military cémbat—hbids fair 
to take its place among history’s 
colorful figures of speéch. 


However, like most phrases 
which represent a play of words, 
it could lead us into a faulty esti- 
mate of the situation if we didn’t 
watch out. We might get the im- 
pression that things are cooler 
than they actually are. As a 
matter of fact, Soviet operations 
are far from “cold” in humerous 
areas. 


In Greece, for example, we see 
actual gun-play which the Athens 
government charges is being fos- 
tered by neighboring Soviet sate- 
lites, and this view is supported 
by a United Nations committee of 
investigation. Then there’s the 
terrible Chinese civil war, which 
the Nanking Nationalist govern- 
Ment says is being aided by Mos- 
cow. 

Moreover, besides these extreme 
cases where powder is being burn- 
ed, strong-arm methods are being 
employed in various areas. This is 
notably evident within that zone 
of eastern Europe which Moscow 
is endeavoring to communize and 
consolidate into a bloc entirely 
under Russian domination.
